The Examiner has rejected claims 1-4, 16, 29, 31, 33, 42 and 43 as allegejiy 
unpatentable over Ciemmer (U.S. patent No. 6,326,482) in view of Russ iV et al. (U.S. 
patent No. 6,417,511). and has rejected claims 5, 6, 8-19, 21, 23-25, 29, 30 and 32-35 
as being unpatentable over Ciemmer in view of Russ IV et al. as applied to claim 1 end 
in further view of Thomson (U.S. patent No. 6,111,250), and in stiil further view of Sn^iith 
(U.S. patent No. 6,107,628). These rejections are respectfully traversed, and 11 is 
respectfully submitted that the present invention as claimed is patentable over ihe 
combined teachings of Ciemmer, Russ IV et al, Thomson and Smith. Before 
addressing this argument in detail, the Invention will be briefly described together with 
one of the problems it overcomes.
